SERVING FRUIT SALAD 


CARE IN ITS PREPARATION IS 


FIRST REQUISITE. 


Varieties of the Ingredients Must M 


Thoughtfully Chosen and Property 


Arranged—Lemon Juice May 


Always Be Added.

Nothing but the best fruit in pep 


Tecl condition should be allowed to en. 
"l.er'lhe salad bowl. A .salad, strictly, 
means something prepared with "sel,? 
or salt. It Is usually applied to dlshek 
of herbs or vegetables, served with 
salt and condiments of various kinds, 
sharpened with vinegar. But a frull 
salad, answers to Its name. valiantly 
enough', and deserves it every whit as 
much as any salad of herbs. For the 
fruit flesh In itself contains salts 01 
every hind, made up of natural com- 
pounds of acids and. alkalis. Also, the 
sharpening acids are present In varie- 
ty. Therefore the name Is no anoma- 
ly. Tt Is a sweet salad, because sugar 
Is used; but even in the acid, herb 
salads, sugar Is used In the dressing. 


The fruits, whole or sliced accord- 


ing to their character, must be piled 
up In layers, the kinds being'Judicious- 
ly chosen, so that'dried varieties alter- 
nate with juicy ones, allowing their 
juice to percolate through the. othei 
fruits. In some cases this Is alt "that 
is necessary to provide an excellent 
fruit salad, with the exception of fine 
sugar sprinkled on each .layer, the 
whole being arranged In the dish in 
which It is to be served, and left in a' 
cool place for nome hours beforehand, 
eo'that the juices and flavors may be- 
come thoroughly 'blended.'

For Cleaning Silver. 


Ingenuity has extended in the cor., 


structlon of a pan for cleaning silver, 
which is said to remove the tarnish 
nnd restore the perfectly new appear- 
ance of silver without tho effort of 
rubbing or the use of any powder, and 
without injury to the silver. All the 
diver needing cleansing is put in this 
pan, 
In a solution of. baking soda and 


salt, and by galvanic action the clean- 
ing is accomplished. In two or three 
minutes after It is put in the silver 
should be rinsed in clear water and 
dried with a soft cloth. The pans cost 
from $1.25 for the small size up to 
?5:' They are important where there 
Is much silver to clean. 


Prune Marmalade. 


Wash tbo prunes in warm water, 


nnd then set In a stewpan, with one 
pint and a half of water to each pound 
of prunes. 
Cover closely 
and .put 


'where they will just simmer gently 
for several hours until tender and the 
juice is thick. 
Do not add sugar if 


the prunes are of the jweet California 
variety. And tho juice of a lemon, 
and the thin peel should go In with 
ench three pounds o! prunes. 
Rub 


the prunes through a colander to re- 
move the stones and skins, then put 
the pulp In a large flat pan. 
Stand 


this In a deep dish of hot water and 
set In the oven-to cook slowly, till 
tlie marmalade is stiff. Then put in 
the jars for use. 


Good Tea Cake. 


A delicious cup cake to serve with 


afternoon tea or with the frozen des- 
sert is this: Beat up two eggs very 
slightly and add a cupful of brown 
sugar, half a cupful of flour mixed 
with a quarter of a teaspoonftil of 
baking powder, a third of a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and a cupful of pecan nuts 
cut Into small pieces. Fill small but- 
tered patty pans two-thirds full and 
place a pecan nut meat on each. Bake 
in a moderate oven for' a quarter of 
an'hour. This will make fifteen cakes.
